N the past year we have seen developments of the 
greatest significance to the British Motor Industry. In 
Europe the Common Market is in being, and the pro- 

cess has begun of welding into one vast economic unit the 
heart of the manufacturing Continent. There is, however, 
good prospect that Britain with six other European coun- 
tries will shortly move in parallel. 

In America, our largest single export market, the con- 
tinued swing towards the smaller imported car has pro- 
duced the answer one would expect from that generous but 
highly competitive country—that is the almost simul- 
taneous introduction by each of their three largest manu- 
facturers of a home-produced competitor. 

On the other hand, there are favourable developments in 
that, in countries of higher living standards, car ownership 
is fast becoming within sight and prospect of the mass of 
the people. In America also the imported British car has 
continued to gain favour in a market which is still steeply 
rising. 

The feature, however, of greatest significance to the 
British Motor Industry for the future is the fact that in the 
past year it has shown evidence of great virility, the proof 
of which is to be seen at the 44th International Motor 
Exhibition at Earls Court. In no single year has there been 
such a forward thrust in design, with so many entirely new 
British models and engineering developments on view. 

Costs and prices will largely determine how our industry 
will fare in the battle for expanding world markets. 

We are grateful for the achievement and the prospect of 
economic stability in this country, but we still lack the 
support of a home market no more heavily taxed than those 
of our competitors on the Continent. 

Another feature which is so essential to low costs is a 
smooth rhythm of production, and this we can achieve with 
a greater sense of common purpose in our factories.

NEVER SEEN BEFORE at Earls Court, 
the Fiat-Abarth is drawing large and 
immensely interested crowds. Very well 
known for their competition successes in 
Italy, these delightful little cars with their 
beautifully aerodynamic bodies are 
powered by what are basically Fiat units. 

Largest engine is the o.h.v. 850 c.c. unit, 
and as with all Abarths, it is mounted at 
the rear. This particular model is the 
newest in the range, and was announced 
at the Frankfurt Show last month. On the 
stand it is fitted with a coupé body. 

An open Spyder model, available with 
detachable hard top, is fitted with the 
0.h.v. 750 c.c. engine, and a Gran Turismo 
coupé with a twin o.h.c. engine of the same 
capacity is also on show. On all the models 
drum brakes are fitted, and because of the 
cars’ light weight and fine aerodynamic 
shape fuel consumption is good. They are 
not cheap in this country.

OF THE FIVE cars displayed this year 
by A.C. Cars, the completely new Grey- 
hound is inevitably of greatest interest. 
There is one pair of Aces, one car having an 
AC. engine and the other with a Bristol 
engine, one of them having left-hand 





drive. Matching these are two Acecas, also 
fitted with the alternative engines. 

The Greyhound saloon, of which a de- 
scription and cut-away drawing appear on 
pages 462-3, appears in a delicate light 
green. It has a wider track and longer 
wheelbase than the familiar Aceca and will 
seat up to four people, despite the fact that 
the overall weight is kept down to about 
20 cwt. The space frame construction is 
comparable with the other models, incor- 
porating a “backbone” of twin steel tubes, 
but the suspension is entirely new, each 
wheel being independently sprung by coil 
instead of transverse leaf springs. The 
Bristol 2-litre engine is fitted, with an out- 
put of 105 b.h.p. at 5,000 r.p.m., or in its 
D2 form—as standard—giving 125 b.h.p.

EVERY YEAR this stand is crowded with 
envious enthusiasts staring at the all Alfa- 
red parade of these delightful machines; 
this year is no exception. It is still not 
possible to buy a right-hand drive version 
of any of these cars, which must have an 
adverse effect on their sales in this country. 
A new model at Earls Court is the 
Giulietta Speciale, which has a two-seater 
hard top body by Bertone. It is primarily 





a competition car, and its 1,290 c.c. engine 
is said to produce 116 b.h.p.; a newly de- 
signed five-speed gearbox is incorporated. 
Old Alfa Romeo practice of providing 
direct drive on fourth gear is continued. 

Four other Giuliettas are also on show, 
a Sprint coupé, Sprint Veloce coupé 
a Spyder and the TI. saloon. Pinin 
Farina designed the body for the Spyder, 
and Alfa’s own body is fitted to the TI. 
Bertone bodies are fitted to the coupés, 
and the specifications for these cars has 
not changed since last year, though some 
former additional extras are now offered as 
standard fittings. The prices have been 
reduced by £23 for the Sprint Veloce, and 
£25 for the Sprint. On the Spyder, the 
wheel base has been increased by 2in, 
some extra equipment has been included 
as standard, and the price also reduced by 
£23. Styling alterations have been made 
to the T.I., and the price reduced by £35.

NOW FITTED with an English coach- 
built two-door version of the attractive 
Swiss prototype bodies, the 3-litre Alvis 
has accommodation for four adults, and 
both saloon and convertible versions are 
available. 

In March 1959 power output of the 
push-rod, 6-cylinder engine was increased 
by approximately 20 per cent, raising the 
maximum b.h.p. to 120 at 5,000 r.p.m. A 
full road test was published in our issue of 
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last week. Lockheed disc front brakes are 
standard equipment, and automatic trans- 
mission may be specified as an alternative 
to the four-speed synchromesh gear box. 

The interior of both models is extremely 
well appointed and finished; the separate 
front seats have an adjustment for back 
rest rake, and they are shaped to provide 
maximum comfort and support. The large 
side windows are frameless, and draught- 
proofing is achieved by ample use of soft 
rubber mouldings. 

The hood of the convertible model is 
arranged to fold down flush with the body 
sides, and it has an interior lining of 
mohair. In keeping with the general high 
quality of the car, the luggage locker is 
lined throughout with woven material, 
space for the spare wheel being provided 
beneath the floor.

There is a choice of five axle ratios, pro- 
viding speeds in top gear at 6,000 engine 
r.p.m. of between 118 and 170 m.p.h. 

Naturally, on this type of car every pro- 
vision is made for the comfort and visi- 
bility of the driver and passenger. Full 
adjustment is provided for the steering 
wheel and seats, instruments are well 
placed immediately behind the wheel, and 
the general finish is of a very high order 
indeed. The dry weight of the car is 
estimated at 24.2 cwt. 

A DBé4 saloon finished in Wedgwood 
blue with white leather trim supports the 
G.T. car. In this model there is accom- 
modation for two passengers in the rear 
compartment, and although the engine is 
not so highly tuned as that of the two- 
seater, the DB4 provides extraordinarily 
safe and fast motoring. 
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It is not very often that ¢ a sports racing 
car is shown at Earls Court, but it is right 
to make an exception for the winner of 
the world sports car championship. The 
DBR1/300 two-seater Aston Martin 
alongside the two coupés is the car which 
won this year’s Le Mans 24-hour Race at 
a record 3-litre speed of 112.5 m.p.h. This 
powerful looking sports racing car has a 
2,922 c.c. 6-cylinder engine, and the light 
alloy head carries two plugs per cylinder. 
There is a five-speed gear box integral 
with the final drive unit, and a de Dion 
axle. The car has a wheelbase of 7ft. 6in. 
and weighs approximately 1,765 Ib.

ONE OF THE MOST difficult stands to 
reach at Earis Court this year is that con- 
taining the products of the Austin Motor 
Company. The centre of interest is the 
revolutionary Austin Seven saloon, now in 
quantity production. This remarkable small 
car, like its Mini-Minor counterpart, has 
among its outstanding features rubber 
suspension, a transverse-mounted 850 c.c 
engine with integral gear box, and front 
wheel drive. There is a full display of these 
very interesting cars, one in red with grey 
and red trim, a second in blue with simi- 
lar colour interior, and a third finished 
externally and internally in grey. On an 
illuminated turntable is another complete 
model paired with a very ingeniously sec- 
tioned car showing detail construction. For 
the mechanically minded there is a sec- 
tioned engine and transmission unit which 
shows how the drive is taken from the 
crankshaft to the integral gear box and 
differential. Although the latest Austin 
looks small in comparison with other 
models from the same factory, it is by no 
means pinched for space. There is accom- 
modation for four adults and their baggage. 

A newcomer to the B.M.C. range is the 
Countryman version of the Austin A.40. 
This is a development of the two-door A.40 
saloon, with a full-width opening at the 
rear and re-arrangement of the rear seat 
to give extra space. An example of the 
A.40 Countryman is shown in green, part- 
nered by a de luxe version of the saloon 
finished in horizon blue with blue trim. 

At the other end of the size scale on the 
stand are two examples of the five-six 
seater A.99 saloon, the blue and grey model 
being equipped with the standard three- 
speed and overdrive transmission, while 
the duo-tone grey car has the Borg-Warner 
automatic gear box which is an optional 
extra. This car has a very high perform- 
ance, is geared for motorway cruising, and 
has the distinction of being the first Austin 
saloon to be fitted with disc brakes as 
standard on the front wheels. 

There are two examples of the 1}-litre 
A.55. Carrying the Italian Farina style 
body with the now familiar front and rear- 
end styling, they provide economical family 
motoring with a brisk performance and 
generous luggage accommodation.

The Star 
Sapphire coachwork is a good example of 
high-class _ British colada, the 
interior finish, with highly polished veneer 
facia and door cappings, extremely well- 
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upholstered seats and deep floor covering, 
being typical of the manufacturer’s 
products. 

In common with many large saloons 
produced today, the Star Sapphire has a 
high performance including a maximum 
speed of over 100 m.p.h. Automatic trans- 
mission and disc front brakes are standard 
equipment; a feature of the transmission is 
an intermediate gear control which per- 
mits variation in the speed at which 
changes into top can be made. One of the 
outstanding exhibits is the car with an all- 
ivory finish to be seen on a turntable. 

Among the larger cars at Earls Court is 
the new Star Sapphire limousine, which 
has a wheelbase of 11ft 3in and an overall 
length of 17ft 8in.

The model itself is 
a four-seater of which the bonnet falls 
away sharply providing good visibility. It 
is both pretty and practical, and the trans- 
mission, greeted initially with some sus- 
picion, does its job well. 

This Variomatic transmission works 
through belts to each rear wheel, and the 
ratio changes as the belt pulleys increase or 
decrease in diameter. The gearing adjusts 
itself automatically to both throttle open- 
ing and load. 

The D.A.F. represents a serious Dutch 
effort to enter the world’s small car market, 
for its manufacturers are already well 
established in the commercial vehicle field 
and in the production of military vehicles. 
The car is credited with nearly 60 m.p.h., 
with a claimed fuel consumption of about 
48 m.p.g.

A TARGET for most sports car enthusiasts 
is the stand occupied by this old-estab- 
lished manufacturer, because it holds two 
examples of the entirely new SP250 two- 
seater, and also a sectioned model of the 
2}-litre vee-8 engine. An example of the 
car finished in ivory and fitted with a hard 
top is displayed on a turntable. The other 
model, in red, can be seen on ground level. 
The engine, which develops a maximum 
of 140 b.h.p., provides the car with a very 
exciting performance. Recently road tested 
by The Autocar, it gave a maximum speed 
of 122 m.p.h. Acceleration from rest to 
100 m.p.h. takes about 25 sec. A remark- 
able feature is the fuel consumption, the 
normal range varying between 23 and 34 
m.p.g. This is largely due to its excellent 
power/weight ratio and the body styling. 
It uses a separate chassis fitted with inde- 
pendent front suspension, a live rear axle 
and disc brakes all round. The luggage 
locker has a very generous capacity. 
Completely new, and a last-minute Show 
surprise, is the DQ450 five-six seater 
saloon, with its 4.56 litre vee-8 engine of 
220 b.h.p. This is described in detail on 
page 490 of this issue, and goes into pro- 
duction next year as the Majestic Major. 
On the stand also is a black and grey 
Majestic saloon. This is a car with body- 
work built to the Daimler tradition but 
with a performance which would not have 
been thought possible for this type of 
saloon just a few years ago. Extreme com- 
fort and luxury appointments are coupled 
with a maximum speed of over 100 m.p.h.

30 b.h.p. Top speed is near 140 m.p.h. 
with acceleration to match, and this near 
two ton car has now, as standard equip- 
ment, Dunlop disc brakes. In no way has 
the performance of this car resulted in 
any loss of refinement and silence, and for 
the enthusiast it is one of the most delect- 
able cars at the Show. 

It is a pity that the attractive new 
Facellia is not to be displayed but no more 
than one l|.h.d. prototype has been com- 
pleted in France, so its appearance in 
England would be premature.

IF YOU CAN GET near enough, stand 
104 will show you the new Ford Anglia and 
the latest version of the Prefect. By now, 
most people will have seen the Anglia either 
on the road or in dealers’ showrooms. It 
is certainly easy to spot with its reversed 
slope back window. A full road test of 
the Anglia has been published, in which 
the car was described, without reservation, 
as a splendid effort, earning high praise for 
Dagenham design and production. The 
new Prefect is like the model it superseded 
except for the great difference of having the 
new o.h.v. engine, and the latest trans- 
mission, which includes a four-speed gear 
box. 

On the other Ford stand is the new 
Popular. This is, in effect, the old Anglia, 
but it is interesting to note how little the 
car has been skimped in its latest, cheaper 
form. Also on view here are, of course, the 
bigger cars in the range. There are two 
Consuls, two Zephyrs, of which one Is 4 
convertible, and two Zodiacs, of which 
one is an estate car. Between the two 
stands there are no fewer than 17 cafs 
which collectively run the whole gamut of 
Ford colour schemes. The Squire is dis- 
continued and a new Escort is shown. It 
uses some features of the Squire, including 
sliding side windows for rear passengers.

THERE IS MORE international variety 
on the Lincoln stand than almost anywhere 
else in the Show, for while all four models 
represent branches of the Ford empire, be- 
tween them they cover three countries of 
origin. These are the U.S.A., Canada, and 
Germany. Of primary interest is the 
American Ford, which is one of the new 
Falcon four-door saloons. This is the Ford 
answer to the challenge of European cars 
on the American market. By American 
. standards it is compact, like the Chevrolet 
Corvair and the Chrysler Valiant. It was 
fully described in The Autocar of 11 Sep- 
tember, 1959. The stylingis more restrained 
than that of many other American cars, 
and the handsome appearance has been 
achieved partly by keeping the overall 
height down to 4ft 8in. No doubt repre- 
sentatives of British manufacturers will be 
rubbing shoulders with the general public 








in getting a look at this new 2.4-litre model. 


The other car from the U.S.A. is the 
Mercury Mouterey four-door saloon for 
1960. The Mercury models have been 
restyled and the convertible has a new hood 
in addition to different bumpers, doors and 
rear end. All Mercuries have multi-plug 
wiring connections, and for the instrument 
panel a printed circuit without wires at all. 


Canada is represented by the Ford 
Galaxie four door saloon which, by com- 
parison, has a more modest engine at 5,481 
c.c. and develops 225 b.h.p. The model on 
view has many extras, including automatic 
transmission, power steering and brakes, 
and push button radio. 

Germany is represented by the Ford 
Taunus estate car. This model, soon to be 
the subject of a full Road Test by The 
Autocar, is from the 17M range.

DETAIL IMPROVEMENTS are made 
to the Porsche models for 1960. Most im- 
Portant, however, is the introduction of 


the new Super 90. This model, with engine 
power increased to 90 b.h.p. net, is 
expected to have a performance on a par 
with the earlier twin o.h.c.

SINCE ITS INTRODUCTION in 1947 
the Standard Vanguard has undergone 
steady development. Although there is 
little resemblance in styling between the 
first models and the present-day Vignale 
Vanguard, which shows the influence of 
the Italian styling school, many mechani- 
cal components, well proved and modified 
to bring them up to date, are very similar 
to the original parts. The sturdy four- 
cylinder engine, with an enviable reputa- 
tion for long life, is one of the few private 
car units fitted with cylinder liners. Origin- 
ally designed with a three-speed gear box, 
which is still normal equipment, all Van- 
guard models may be specified with a four- 
speed transmission developed from the 
gear box used on the Triumph TR3. 

The duo-tone green and white saloon 
on the stand has the three-speed box, and 
a Laycock-de Normanville overdrive is 
fitted for fast yet economical cruising. 
There are two examples of the Vanguard 
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estate car; the central exhibit, painted 
white with green trim, is mounted on a 
turntable. 

Supporting the Vanguards is an Ensign 
saloon which has a 1,700 c.c. engine as 
compared with the 2-litre unit fitted to the 
Vanguard. ‘Seating accommodation is 
identical in both models, but the Ensign is 
fitted with a four-speed box as part of its 
normal specification. Overdrive operating 
on second, third and top is an optional 
extra. When last tested by The Autocar, 
the Standard Ensign recorded an overall 
fuel consumption of 28.2 m.p.g., while a 
Vanguard estate car returned 31.2 m.p.g. 

The smallest model in the range, the 
Standard Companion estate car, has 
undergone slight styling changes. The 
front wings now extend in almost a hori- 
zontal line to form a slight peak above the 
head lamps, and a new pattern, plated 
radiator grille is used. This is a four-door 
car, the Show model being painted Lich- 
field green, and it is powered by a 948 c.c. 
engine which develops 35 b.h.p. at 4,500 
r.p.m.

A MAXIMUM SPEED of 98.4 m.p.h., a 
standing quarter-mile in 19.8 sec., accel- 
eration from rest to 60 m.p.h. in 14.0 sec 
with an average fuel consumption of 25.5 
m.p.g., are figures recorded in The Autocar 
Road Test of the Sunbeam Alpine, an- 
other of this year’s new and interesting 
cars. Designed as a_ high-performance 
sports-tourer, the Alpine has a 4-cylinder 
1,494 c.c. engine which develops 78 b.h.p. 
at 5,300 rpm. It has an aluminium 
cylinder head, twin Zenith carburettors 
and operates with a compression ratio of 
9.2 to 1. 

The all-steel body has integral construc- 
tion, and use has been made of existing 
Rootes Group components to keep the 
cost down. Girling 9.5in diameter disc 
front brakes are fitted, and a Laycock- 
de Normanville overdrive, operating on 
third and top, may be specified at extra 
cost. 

There are two open models on the 
stand; one has a red exterior with black 






















trim, and the second has those colours in 
the reverse order. A hard top version is 
shown in moonstone and scarlet, and all 
three are fitted with plated wire-spoked 
wheels—extras which add to the fine lines. 
Supporting the Alpines are two Sun- 
beam Rapier four-seaters. The saloon is 
two-tone green and the convertible, dis- 
played with the hood down, is in two 
shades of blue, with blue upholstery. Like 
other Rootes products, the Rapier 
recently underwent modifications which 
include the use of a similar alloy cylinder 
head to that of the Alpine; as a result the 
power has been increased to 73 b.hp.

THAT IT WAS POSSIBLE for British 
designers to produce a successful but un- 
orthodox design was seen early in April 
this year when the exciting Triumph 
Herald saloon and coupé models were 
introduced. A saloon finished in powder 
blue, and two coupés in a duo scheme of 
powder blue and white with blue uphol- 
stery, are featured on the stand. Design of 
the separate chassis and four-wheel inde- 
pendent suspension can be examined 
on the stand floor. The extremely large 
angle of lock possible on the front wheels 
provides a very small turning circle of 25ft. 
The engine for the saloon is fitted with a 
single Solex carburettor. A faster version 
is fitted with twin S.U. carburettors like 
the coupé, and a 4.5 to 1 rear axle ratio. 
A last-minute addition to the range is 4 
de luxe coupé, which has a veneer facia 
and door cappings. 
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Bodywork is particularly ingenious, as 
it is built up of four major components 
comprising the- bonnet and front wings; 
scuttle and windscreen frame; main floor, 
seats and luggage compartment with rear 
wing panels; and the roof panel. Occa- 
sional seats for the coupé are optional 
extras, and in the saloon the squab of the 
rear seat may be let down to provide extra 
luggage accommodation. An Autocar 
Road Test recorded a maximum speed of 
71.5 m.p.h. for the saloon. 

Last but not least on the stand is one of 
the very popular Triumph TR3 sports cars 
in the same colour scheme as its smail 
brothers; this is fitted with wire wheels 
and an overdrive which are available as 
extras. Disc brakes are standard fitting on 
the front of the TR3, which has a maxi- 
mum speed of over 100 m.p.h. Its reliabil- 
ity is such that it has gained many prizes 
in international rallies.

ALTHOUGH BASICALLY unchanged 
at Earls Court, Vauxhall Cresta and Velox 
saloons incorporate many detail improve- 
ments which may be examined on this 
large stand. Centre point of the display 
is a rotating turntable which carries a 
Cresta in green and silver grey, and a de 
luxe version of the smaller Victor. 

Other models include a black and grey 
Cresta, a Velox finished in Coronado 
yellow, a blue and grey de luxe Victor, a 
silver grey Victor Super and a Victor 
estate car. Also on the stand is a large 
mural which gives visitors an idea of the 
colours available for the whole range. 

Included in the modifications to Cresta 
and Velox are a one-piece, wrap-round 
rear window, new front grille, more com- 
fortable seats and restyled interior trim. 
The body structure has been reinforced 
and stiffened, and the mountings of the 
6-cylinder engine have been improved. 

Of particular interest is the new fresh 
air heating and demisting equipment, 
standard on the Cresta and optional on 
the Velox. This has a thermostatic con- 
trol, and once the required temperature 
has been selected, it will be held constant. 

A little extra legroom for rear passen- 
gers has been provided by moving back 
the seat squab, an improved pattern arm- 
rest is used on the doors, and the Cresta 
has flexible sun vizors and a full horn 
ring. The only changes made to the 
smaller model Victors concern colours 
and upholstery. De luxe saloons are 
finished in leather trim, and the Super and 
Estate cars have Vynide upholstery. These 
cars, which have a 1,508 c.c. engine and 
three-speed, all-synchromesh gear box, 
have a reputation for light steering and 
good road holding.

Both block and head are alu- 
minium alloy castings, and replaceable 
liners are used for the cylinders. Pistons 
are made of tin-coated aluminium. 
Suspension is orthodox—independent by 
coil springs at the front, and semi elliptics 
at the rear. Double acting hydraulic 
dampers are fitted all round. Electrical 
equipment is comprehensive, with the 
starter operated by the ignition key, sealed 
beam, double-dip head lamps, and the 
usual cluster of lights at the rear which 
includes braking and indicator lamps. 
There are also interior lights, and one each 
in the luggage and engine compartments. 
There is plenty of room round the engine 
for servicing. ve 
On the whole the standard of finish is 
reasonably high, with paint carefully 
applied and all panelling smooth. How- 
ever, door gaps are not as small as they 
should be, and small details of finish tend 
slightly to let the car down. The driving 
position is good, and there is plenty of 
room round the pedals.

HOW WE SUNBATHED IN 


TUNISIA, FLEW TO ALGERIA, 


DROVE TO MOROCCO

MINI-GO-ROUND 


AST week, in Part Two of this story, the authors, both 
members of The Autocar staff, told of their troubles 
with officialdom in Turkey, a boat journey from Beirut to 
Alexandria, and the drive along the North African coast to 
Sfax in Tunisia. 

10 September. A wide road, with first-class surface, bridges 
the 170 miles from Sfax to Tunis—three hours’ motoring in a 
Mini-Minor, despite an increase in traffic from previous days. 
A warm welcome from André Gaillard, chief of La Tunis- 
ienne Automobile (Nuffield distributors in Tunis), who has 
lived here for 35 years and motored extensively in the Sahara 
Desert. Aided by his Man Friday, M. Santini, he becomes 
our charming patron throughout our enforced stay in Tunis. 
Riviére visits the French Consulate to arrange a visa for Algeria 
(which Barker already has); it must be collected tomorrow. Bad 
news—the border with Algeria is closed to road and rail traffic, 
and can be crossed only by sea or air. 





Gaillard, itching to try the Mini-Minor, drives us westwards 
to nearby Ramarth, a seaside village near Carthage, for hinch 
at a small inn of inverse repute, L’Auberge des Dunes. We 
discover two Tunisian wines which are worth more than a sniff, 
and are swollen with a gourmand’s feast. Thus fortified, Gail- 
lard reveals that he used to race Chenard-Walckers on the 
local Circuit de Carthage (a six-hour event) and also on the 
Belvedere Circuit in a park overlooking Tunis. On the return 
run to Tunis he suddenly darts off at a tangent to engage with 
a narrow, disused by-road with concrete surface. Almost imme- 
diately it banks steeply left, then right; our pilote de course, 
arms flailing like windmills, snakes the Mini-Minor through 
these with startling legerdemain, deaf to howling protest from 
10in Gold Seals. “The next is difficult—many people have 
crashed here,” he warns: top to third at about 7,000 r.p.m., 
third to second ditto, full right lock, throttle wide open—and 
we have survived. So, miraculously, have the valves, which 
nearly went into orbit. Chenard-Walckers were strong, too! 



































































The afternoon is spent with shipping agents and the harbour 
master in desperate search for sea transport to Algeria—proba- 
bilities only within the next few days. One chance is that a 
Captain Skarani, with a small dual propulsion (sails and engine) 
wooden barque, might suddenly appear. He sails between 
Tunis and Béne, but has no agents and no time-table. No 
one has seen him for weeks. An early night at a hotel in Tunis. 

11 September. Riviére visits the French Consulate to collect 
his visa, but receives an off-hand reception and is long delayed; 
then female secretary apologizes because she had confused him 
with the consul’s chauffeur, also named Pierre Riviére. Riviéres 
are obviously two-a-penny here, and he would have done better 
with a name like Jones or Brown. After more visits to local 
shipping agents, Tunis Air are consulted about the possibility 
of a special charter flight to Algeria. They have a C47 (Dakota) 
with big doors, but we le at £145 to Béne (about 130 miles), 
although the fee is clearly reasonable. Moreover, the French 
might well not allow us to motor on in Algeria, when another 
£145 would be needed for a return flight. 

We meet Gaillard again late this afternoon for a renewed 
onslaught on shipping agents. He arrives clad “4d la chasseur” 
—jodhpurs, riding boots with vestigial spurs—but even this 
breathtakingly aristocratic get-up fails to achieve more than awed 
deference. It is decided to move out to Ramarth and stay by 
the beach at L’Auberge des Dunes, where a highly decorative, 
Arab-style apartment is taken. This must once have been a 
harem, and we wish times had not changed. Riviére catches 
fire while lighting up early Arabian geyser, but is soon put out. 
See Iya also turns out to be a night-club, so this should 
be 


12 September (Saturday). The Editor is telephoned at his 
home in Surrey. “Where the devil are you speaking from? ” 
“Tunis! ”, and the delicate situation is explained—how we are 
stranded, how the sky is blue, the sand yellow and the Mediter- 
ranean warm and inviting. An understanding Editor agrees that

we wait for a boat, now expected on Tuesday. Incidentally, the 


call to Surrey comes through in 20 minutes and costs about 


£1 10s. On further visits to harbour master and agents, the 
possibility of reaching Algiers by way of Marseilles is suggested, 
but this would be more costly and slower than waiting for Tues- 
day’s boat. We return to Ramarth to bathe, lunch on squids and 
bathe again. The enforced holiday is welcome, but tenuous, 

_ 13 ber. More futile visits to shipping interests 
include negotiations with Arab crew of tiny wooden boat, 
scarcely large enough to support the Mini-Minor. After 
tricky multi-lingual conversation, sign language makes it clear 
that they will be sailing the wrong way. Gaillard drives us in 
the Morris to make Sunday morning rounds of friends in 
Carthage—vodka and semi-private bathing beaches are relaxing 
A protruding gate stop at the entrance to one drive touches 
the main battery lead under the car’s belly, and this in turn 
pulls the starter switch. When next the button is pressed the starter 
remains in engagement. It is soon removed and bent straight 
again. (We understand that in later cars the switch has been 
moved to a less vulnerable position.) That evening our type- 
writer jams while typing the diary. 

14 September. The typewriter is repaired for no charge 
in Tunis while we wait—pity. More and more glamorous 
suntan is wrapped round a rich diet. 

15 September. The Tuesday boat will not now leave until 
Saturday, perhaps. The Editor is again consulted, and we 
may spend £145; thereupon Tunis Air agree to fly us out at 
10 a.m. tomorrow, In the evening our French friend arrives 
in an all-automatic glamour wagon by Chrysler to share a 
specially prepared bouillabaisse. Tomorrow work begins again. 
(During our few days in Tunis 270 miles were clocked on the 
Mini-Minor.) 

16 September. Gaillard awaits us at the airport, where there 
are the minimum formalities; he cannot be dissuaded from the 
dangerous task of sitting in the Mini-Minor (for which he has 
fallen in a big way), to steer it up steep ramps into the C47. 
We arrange to meet him at the London Show, say our au revotrs, 
and the doors are scarcely shut before we are handed bottles 
of iced beer.

A fine weather flight of about one hour in our own aeroplane 
(crew: pilot, co-pilot and steward) to Béne, where the C47 lobs 
down among twin-engined bombers of U.S. manufacture, 
almost continuously taking-off with bomb loads and returning 
empty. Here are signs of full wartime activity—armed 
soldiers, lofty look-out posts, barbed wire everywhere, jeeps, 
troop carriers and armoured cars. After some culty in 
extricating the Morris, but no problems at all with customs or 
immigration authorities, we set forth with some surprise that 
tourists may still circulate, even to a restricted degree. 

Clearly, Algiers cannot be reached tonight, as hoped, since 
civilians may not motor after 6 or 6.30 p.m. During daytime 
most main arteries are open until then, after which they are 
left to the Arab fellaghas. Notices forbid stopping on certain 
sections of road—usually in hilly areas where ambushes and 
other banditry are less easy to counter. Lacking enough 
Algerian currency for lunch and petrol, our first thought is to 
visit a bank at Philippeville. Then the green oil pressure warning 
lamp suddenly glows, just by a garage with shade from the hot sun 
—and also next to a road junction with the road to Philippeville 
closed. So it is petrol and no lunch. 

Fiddling with both the pressure relief valve and the warning 
lamp diaphragm puts the light out, and good time is made 
to Constantine. From a distance this city, built on and around 
a rocky hilltop, has guide-book grandeur, some of its houses 
perched perilously on the brinks of deep gorges. There is, too, 
a suspension bridge that even Brunel or Telford would have 
admired. In a poor area on the outskirts French soldiers with 
sub-machine guns are ferreting out fellaghas and the city is 
clearly armed to the teeth—so much so that no hotel has a spare

room. After collecting some cash we decide there is yet time to 
reach Sétif, 77 miles on, before curfew-fall. Algerian main 
roads are mostly excellent, traffic now is sparse and there are 
no obstructions other than occasional military check points, so 
our goal is reached in good time. 

Surprise, surprise! Sétif is a very attractive little town, a 
comfortable hotel with well-stocked larder can provide a room 
as from nine that evening, and the population is predominantly 
European—mostly farmers, we guess. The main street is 
colonnaded, and in the early evening its outdoor cafés are filled 
to capacity with gaily dressed young people who seem to have 
not a care in the world; it could be any cosmopolitan street in 
Paris. Most males are, admittedly, in “uniform,” but as there 
is little uniformity, this adds to the colour. Suddenly a siren 
wails and police blow their whistles as a military ambulance 
tears past with motor cycle escort. 

This is a special day in Algeria, for during dinner the hotel’s 
radio is switched on for guests and staff to hear de Gaulle 
pronounce on the country’s future—self-determination within 
a few years, but no negotiations with the rebels. By 9.30 
Sétif has died for the night; the cafés are empty and the streets 
deserted except for military patrols. 189 miles. 

17 September. A police notice under a wiper blade says we 
have been dressed an advertisement at 7.40 a.m. for parking 
on the wrong side overnight, and will we go to the Commissariat 
Central? We will not, for time is too short. For an hour or 
so there is a more and more exciting dice with a Dauphine—the 
first to show real fight; is it a Gordini? The road being twisty, 
the Morris gains ground at every corner; then, just when we

HAT a year it has been—perfect 
weather for innumerable week- 
ends, and for holidays ranging all 

over the British Isles and the Cgntinent. 
Now at the end of the summer the Cara- 
van Exhibition and the Motor Show 
tempt buyers to acquire new models for 
next season. One says “ next season” but, 
actually, touring and rally-going caravan- 
ning now goes on the year round, not per- 
haps with the same intensity during the 
winter, but quite appreciably. 

The two clubs, the Caravan Club and

the British Caravanners’ Club will go on 
with bonfire meets, Christmas meets and 
Early Birds meets to keep going during 
what would otherwise be a dull period. 
At the moment it is the intention to 
hold the Caravan Exhibition at two-yearly 
intervals, and manufacturers have been in 
a quandary whether to attend both the 
Caravan Exhibition and the Motor Show, 
or whether to plump for one or the other. 
There is much to be said for both points 
of view. One manufacturer we know sold, 
at last year’s Motor Show, more than his 
total output for 1958. On the other hand

chief trouble lies in the difficulty of pro- 
ducing caravans suitable for a foreign mar- 
ket when the home market is stultified by 
unrealistic speed limits, and pettifogging 
restrictions concerning the provision of 
proper sites and the use of municipal and 
other car parks as night halts. 

Compare, for instance, the recent com- 
plaints about campers and caravanners— 
not club members I hasten to add—forced 
to stay on road verges because of the ab- 
sence of suitable sites, with the following 
extract from a letter received this week 
from a reader in Canada:—“I might 
mention there is increasing interest in 
trailers (caravans) year by year and the 
Ontario Department of Lands and Forests 
provide numerous beautiful sites through- 
out the province . . . the speed limit here 
is not lowered for trailers. Many of our 
highways allow speeds up to 60 m.p.h.” 
Before irate pens get going let me add that 
our own Forestry Commission, too, has 
put some excellent sites at the disposal of 
touring caravanners, but these amount to 
only half-a-dozen or so. 

The problems become urgent, and those 
of the static sites should be entirely 
divorced from those of the mobile caravan- 
ner. We know that the two clubs, the 
Caravan Club and the British Caravanners’ 
Club, enjoy certain privileges, but the 
answer is incomplete. 

Another communication which makes 
our caravanning mouth water comes from 
a reader in Southern Rhodesia who has 
just completed a 7,000-mile holiday tour

DRUM AND DISC-type brakes in vast 
quantities are manufactured for the in- 
dustry. This year Lockheed disc brakes 
have been specified for five new or modi- 
fied cars; these are the Alvis, Austin A.99, 
Wolseley 6/99, Sunbeam Rapier and 
M.G. MGA 1600. For the Rapier an 
open type of caliper is used, which per- 
mits quick changing of the friction pads. 
All Lockheed disc brakes have automatic 
adjustment for wear by retractors behind 
the pads; these maintain a constant small 
clearance between disc and pad when the 
brakes are off. On all but very high per- 
formance cars, a disc installation at the 
front is usually combined with drums at 
the rear. This has the advantage of re- 
taining the normal mechanical action of 
the handbrake at the rear shoes. A vacu- 
um servo unit for such systems is pro- 
duced, and one type can supplied to 
fit to existing brake systems.

All wheels are independently sprung, and coil springs are used in place of transverse leaf springs 


HERE will be a hearty welcome 

for the new A.C. four-seater 

saloon, the Greyhound, first 

shown for public inspection on 

the opening day of the Earls Court 
Show.

Registrations Running Out 


“To Identify the Owner.” Your correspondents (9 October) 
make an assumption—that the purpose of motor car registrations 
is to identify the vehicle—which may well prove to be incorrect. 
I submit that the real purpose of the registration of a mechanically 
propelled vehicle is in order to identify the owner. The registra- 
tion on my own cars serves no other purpose than to identify me 
as the owner of these vehicles to the police and the local Taxa- 
tion Authorities. 

Assuming, therefore, that we regard the registration of motor 
vehicles as being “owner identification”, it seems to me that 
the Ministry of Transport should introduce a completely new 
system when the present registrations run out. Let each local 
authority issue to the owner a registration mark. The issue of 
three-figure numbers might be restricted to owners of more than 
one vehicle, so that distinction as between them can be provided 
for by a hyphen and a succeeding numeral, i.e., SA 147-1 and 
SA 147-2. The only difficulty that I can foresee is in the case of 
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FAMOUS Yorkshire hillscape centres on the odd 
outline of Pen-y-Ghent seen from the moor- 
land road between Halton Gill and Stainforth. 
With its companion heights of Ingleborough and 
Whernside, Pen-y-Ghent makes a well-known

I could not help feeling a little smug to see that both Roll 
Royce and Daimler have at last got round to doing something 
that Rileys did 20-odd years ago, namely to build an o.h.v. V-8, 
Daimler even using hemispherical heads with push-rod-operated 
valves, admittedly not with three camshafts as in the Riley 
designs. Was the Riley 8/90 Autovia engine the first o.h.v. V-8 
to be built commercially in Britain? 

I should like to point out that the reason why some pre- 
selector Rileys “creep” at traffic lights is because the clutch is 
not completely disengaged, probably due to too high a tick-over 
speed, and that it is nothing to do with the gearbox. Also there 
is no reason why the rocker boxes should not be changed around 
on a 1}-litre Riley and the one with the oil filler put on the same 
side (usually inlet side) as the dipstick.

Double White Lines 

Help for the Uphill Struggler Recent correspondence in 
these columns has drawn attention to the inconvenience of 
double white lines on some sections of road. Surely the subject 
deserves more serious treatment than the “I thought it was 
perfectly safe but the double line was in the way” type of 
grumble. A more constructive observation is that roads so 
marked are patently insufficiently wide to accommodate two lanes 
(one fast, one slow) in each direction. They are, however, fre- 
quently wide enough for a total of three lines of traffic, but 
these cases the white lines remain, as if from habit, squarely 
the middle of the road, This leaves both traffic streams cursing 
the slow vehicle in front and the people who decided to lay 
the offending lines. 

When three-track potential exists, why not displace the lines 
to the offside on uphill gradients which reduce low power 
weight vehicles to speeds below the stream average? Thi 
would help to reduce the queues which form in such circum- 
stances, and would not inconvenience the downhill traffic which 
would be virtually single lane in any case. 

Better roads in the future, please, but in the meantime we should 
make the best use of those we have—and use should not include 
parking on trunk roads.

Petrol Fumes 

Modification to an Austin I notice in your Readers’ Service 
page (25 September) an enquiry from the owner of the Mark I 
Austin A.55 regarding the entry of petrol fumes into the 
passenger space. This problem was quite common in that model 
and also in the A.95 model which I operate. I understand that 
there is a factory approved modification to cure the trouble which 
has never been applied on the production line. The remedy, 
however, is quite simple. If your reader examines his fuel 
filler he will find that there is a flanged pipe connected to the 
bodywork of the car which, in turn, is connected to the fuel 
tank by means of a rubber hose and hose-clips. If the rubber 
hose is loosened and the flanged pipe released by unscrewing the 
three Phillips-headed, self-tapping screws which locate it, this 
filler-mouth can then be withdrawn from the body. It will then 
be found that the filler-mouth is made in two portions, one 
the other merely an extension tube which 


carrying the flange;

has three or four spot welds anchoring it to the previously 
mentioned flanged pipe. 

The cure now is to sweat-solder round the whole of the 
joint between the two portions of pipe, and replace the whole 
assembly. In the case of my car this cured the petrol fume 
leaks which occurred during the whole driving period regard- 
less of the state of the petrol level in the tank. However, my 
car still produces further fumes when the tank is full or near-full, 
and so far neither I nor the Austin dealers have been able 
to cure the trouble. 

If you or any of your readers can advance any reason I 
would be most pleased to hear it. In this case, of course, the 
trouble occurs only when any ventilator or window is opened 
to cause a depression inside the car bedy

If Steering Fails 


What is Best Technique? 


I am a young driver of three years’ 
and am interested if any reader is alive to relate 


experience, 
his reactions, when he discovered his steering had failed at high 
speed. 


As I see it, there is a choice of using either the foot or hand 
brake, assuming there is a straight road in front. If the hand 
brake is applied hard to lock the back wheels, the rear end 
should drag and the car stop in a straight line. If the hand brake 
is applied gently, I should imagine the front wheels will twist 
before the car stops. This would probably happen if the foot 
brake was applied in the same manner. The usual course, I 
expect, is to hit the foot brake hard and nope the weight of the 
car thrown forward will hold the wheels steady. 

Another way might be to slow the car gently, and if the front 
wheels twist, spin the back end round with a low gear, and hope 
that the car will spin itself out along the road. 

I would like to hear other readers’ views on these techniques.

Chromium Plating 


Properties of Duplex Nickel. May I be permitted to correct 
any misconception which might arise from H.H.’s otherwise ex- 
cellent articles on chromium plating (18 September and 9 Octo- 
ber)? The centre microphotograph on page 328 of the 9 October 
issue showing the levelling properties of a proprietary semi- 
bright nickel is, unfortunately, shown alongside a photograph of 
a Duplex nickel system where both nickel layers contain organo- 
sulphur compounds. The semi-bright nickel system already re- 
ferred to does not, in fact, contain organo-sulphur compounds, 
and it is for this reason that it has superior corrosion resistance 
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properties. A microphotograph showing the resistance of a 
correctly-constituted Duplex nickel system is attached. 

When examining hub caps and similar articles which have 
been subjected to outdoor test rack exposure, it should be borne 
in mind that testing of this kind, whilst useful in many respects, 
does not in any way assess the ductility of a plating system, and 
whilst heavier deposits of chromium are undoubtedly beneficial, 
the results obtained on hub caps, and the like, in use would bear 
little or no relationship to the results illustrated in your photo- 
graphs.

A Jowett Problem 

Crankcase Breather Difficulty. After reading the letter from 
Mr. B. Barber, “Reminder of Jowett Javelin” (9 October), I 
would put forward the following suggestions as to the reason 
why the horizontal engine has not been more universally adopted 
by other manufacturers and, incidentally, the possible cause of 
other manufacturers failing to take up the Jowett Javelin with a 
view to manufacture. 

From a very long experience of Jowetts since 1922, I have 
come to the conclusion that the biggest problem with this type 
of engine is the crankcase “ breathing”. From the very earliest 
days the crankcase breather on the old two-cylinder Jowett was 
a crucial factor in the satisfactory performance of the engine, 
and with the Javelin, this feature is still all important in order to 
maintain low oil consumption and balanced carburation for both 
banks of cylinders. 

The complications of the casting of the crankcases are such 
that the Javelin crankcase was cast in two halves, which were 
mated with such accuracy that should one half of the case be 
damaged, it was impossible to mate up a separate half with the 
remainder. All these factors boil down to the question of cost 
which, of course, is a primé ary consideration for any manufacturer. 

It does seem to me, however, that the Javelin engine in its final 
form in 1953 still represents an opportunity for a specialist 
manufacturer to produce a really outstanding car for which there 
would be a ready market amongst all Javelin enthusiasts.

Chrysler’s Valiant 


NTO a year of the auto industry’s greatest change has 
been born the Valiant, Chrysler Corporation’s entry in 
the American compact car field, which executives 

describe as the biggest thing to happen to them since the 
first Chrysler was shown in New York in 1924. 

Small car prototypes have been built by Chrysler ever since 
the early thirties. They ranged from smaller Airflow types to 
VW and Hillman-like models. Radial, opposed and vee engines 
were all tried, with both front and rear drive. The result was 
that Chrysler engineers knew what would work and what 
wouldn’t. 

Before the Valiant was projected, Chrysler designed a car to 
be built in a continental factory, for sale both abroad and in 
the U.S.—a product like the English Ford or Vauxhall, or the 
German Taunus or Opel. Thus, first general planning was for 
a 100-in wheelbase with definite European styling and great 
economy rather than performance. In the early winter of 1958, 
this concept was changed. Wheelbase was pulled out to 106.5 in 
and the car was moderately Americanized, though retaining 
continental flavour in both styling and in its neatness. of 
engineering. 

The resulting Valiant has a completely new ‘engine, overhead 
valved, and designed to slant 30 deg to the right from the 
vertical, to give a low centre of gravity and allow a low bonnet 
line. 

Displacement is 170 cu in (2.78 litres); bore, 3.40 in (86.4 cm); 
stroke, 3.125 in (79.4 cm); compression ratio, 8.6 to 1. Horse 
power could range from 95 to 110, r.p.m. up to 6,000, but the 
final advertised rating will probably be 97 b.h.p. at about 4,000 

Externally, the engine is a neat, accessible package. Fan, 
water pump, manifolds, the single-choke downdraught car- 
burettor, alternator (not dynamo) and starter are on the left of 
the block. On the right are the oil filter, distributor, coil and 
fuel pump. 

The block is of cast iron, but Chrysler 
has the technology to make the block of 
aluminium with cast-in-place liners, and 
construction facilities for block die-casting 
at Kokomo, Indiana, is nearly completed. 

A reinforcing skirt extends 0.875 in 
below the crankshaft centre line to give 
extra strength to the cylinder block— 
with lateral bracing for main bearing caps. 
Following current Chrysler vee-8 prac- 
tice, the four-bearing crankshaft has very 
large overlaps between connecting rod 
and main bearing journals for exceptional 
rigidity and freedom from _ vibration. 
Connecting rods are short and stiff I- 
section forgings, with large shell-type 
bearings and pressed-in gudgeon pins. 
Pistons are slipper-type, with cast-in steel on 
struts for thermal expansion control. ry 
Two compression rings and one oil ring 
are used. 

A 13-gallon fuel tank is located behind 
the rear axle line, with a half-moon cut- 
out in the rear part to allow neat packag- 
ing of the spare tyre on the same level 
beneath the floor of the trunk. Feed is 
by a camshaft-driven pump. The single-

choke carburettor has a unique torque-rod type of throttle 
linkage which gives smooth, progressive pedal action without 
transmitting engine vibration 

There were two choices for the intake manifold: the conven- 
tional pipe with ports or a more costly system of six long curved 
branches supplying each cylinder individually. Tests showed 
the new design developed semi-ram tuning with eight per cent 
better performance, and it was selected. It is cast from 
aluminium. Exhaust manifold is below, with large radius curves 
to provide better breathing. A single 1.75in dia exhaust pipe 
passes through the propeller shaft tunnel to a double-walled 
silencer forward of the rear axle. This is possible because, 
with the engine slanted to the right, the drive shaft is slightly 
offset to the left. A 1.5in diameter tailpipe ends below the rear 
bumper. Ground clearance is 6.5in 

Wedge-type combustion chambers are used, large valves pro- 
mote free breathing, and valve gear is light to minimize float 
at up to and over 6,000 r.p.m. Stamped steel rocker arms con- 
tain self-locking screws for adjusting clearance. Tubular push 
rods are operated through solid tappets. The camshaft is 
mounted high in the block and driven by silent chain from the 
crankshaft sprocket 

Innovations around the power plant include a bonded-rubber 
vibration damper in the accessory drive pulley; separate pinions, 
driven from different points on the camshaft gear for the distri- 
butor and oil pump, relieving load on the distributor shaft: a 
new Chrysler-built distributor with an aluminium housing and 
nylon rotor arm for light weight and durability; resistance-core 
ignition cables containing flexible carbon-impregnated non- 
metallic conductors eliminating need for resistor-type spark 
plugs; extended-tip plugs fitting into stamped steel wells inserted 
in the head 

To prevent transmission of vibrations to the body structure, 
new rubber-in-shear mounts are fitted at the front of the engine, 
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Styling of the new Valiant is a blend of American and European. Unusual for these days is 


the sloping tail 





where they also serve to absorb engine torque reaction. The 
single rear mount is a compound assembly of a rubber block in 
compression, to isolate high-frequency vibrations, super- 
imposed on a metallic spring, its lower frequency tuned to allow 
the engine/gearbox mass to act as a huge dynamic shock 
absorber for the front end of the car, just as Citroén use on a 
much smaller scale at the wheels of their 2cv. 

Made by Chrysler in Indianapolis, the alternator, or A.C. 
generator, is about the size of a coffee can, has an aluminium 
housing, weighs about 12 Ib—60 per cent of the weight of a 
typical D.C. dynamo—and has two carbon brushes running on 
smooth slip rings instead of the conventional serrated com- 
mutator. The field is the rotating member. Six silicon-diode 
rectifiers, which permit current to flow in one direction only, 
supply direct current for the engine. ; 

Although more expensive, the alternator has outstanding 
advantages over the dynamo—it produces about 5 amps at idle, 
when a normal car would be running off the battery, with 
obvious advantages in cold weather and short runs for a long 
battery life, and the use of smooth rings rather than slots 
eliminates the old trouble of worn brushes—alternator life could 
be that of the car itself. 

The Valiant will offer both a new three-speed manual trans- 
mission and a new three-speed automatic. The short manual 
selector lever is mounted on the floor central tunnel; gear 
ratios are 2.71 in low, 1.83 in second and 3.41 to 1 in reverse. 
Rear axle ratio is 3.55. A totque shaft between box and lever 
isolates engine vibration. The box itself is inclined 30 deg to 
the left—opposing the right inclination of the engine; its housing 
is of grey-iron, but aluminium is used for the clutch housing 
and transmission extension. 

The largely aluminium three-speed automatic transmission 
(Falcon and Corvair automatics are two-speed) weighs over 
100 Ib less than the larger Chrysler three-speed Torqueflight, 
although functionally they are much the same. Push-buttons

provide selection, with the addition of a 
lever-controlled parking pawl. 

Two rear axle ratios are offered with 
the automatic on the Valiant: 3.55 to 1 
for performance (standard) and 3.23 to ] 
for economy. The torque converter ratio 


at stall (1,400 r.p.m.) is 2.2, low gear is 
2.45 and second is 1.45. This leads to 
very lively performance. Chrysler 
engineers claim one-third better accelera- 
tion than the closest similarly equipped 
competitive small car. (This would indi- 
cate 0-60 m.p.h. in 12-14 sec! 

Normal driving is expected to produce 
just under 20 U.S. m.p.g. (regular grade 
fuel) in the city with an automatic trans- 
mission Valiant, and up to 32 U.S. m.p.g. 
on the road with hand change—and the 
average closer to 25 m,p.g. all round 

Even better performance—such as for 
police cars—will be possible through in- 
stallation of the new 225 cu in (3.7-litre 
Plymouth and Dart o.h.v. 6-cylinder. It 
is identical with the standard Valiant 
engine, except for lin longer stroke and a 
standard dynamo. 

The tubular steel prop shaft is fitted 
with a trunnion-type U-joint in the front 
and cross-type in the rear. Rear axle is 
carrier-type hypoid, built up of a cast 
centre and two pressed-in steel tubes. 

Suspension is Torsion-Aire, similar to 
that of other Chrysler cars. Torsion bar 
adjustment, located at the forward end to 
facilitate access during wheel align- 
ment checks, permits rotating the bar 
relative to the lower control arm to obtain 
correct front-end height settings. 

Both power steering and power brakes 
will be offered as options on the Valiant; 
the car is somewhat heavier—at 2,650 lb 
—than Corvair and Falcon, and there is 
considerable profit in these items, par- 
ticularly demanded by women motorists. 

Steering is trailing Pitman arm type, 
with moving parts mounted on either ball 
or needle bearings. There is a torque-absorbing link in the 
shaft—a refinement heretofore available only in power-steering- 
equipped cars. Ratio of the manual unit is 20 to 1, with 4} 
turns lock to lock; of the power unit, 15.7 with 34 turns; curb- 
to-curb turning circle is 37.1 ft—not exceptional, but slightly 
tighter than the Corvair or Falcon, and logical enough with the 
Valiant’s shorter wheelbase. 

In the 13in wheels are 9in brake drums, with total lining area 
of 153.5 sq in. Lining width is 2.5in front and 2in rear. 

Overall length of the all-integral construction body is 184in 
without bumper guards—a little longer than its competitors. 
Height with five passengers is 53.3in; width is 70.4in; inside hip 
room is 57in; head room is 33.6in (front); and seat height is 
11.4in front and 13.4in rear. The large, flat-floored, low-lipped 
trunk holds 24.9 cu ft. 

Entrance and seating are comfortable for five adult male pas- 
sengers, a sixth makes it a little cramped. Finish is simple 
quality on the inside, with thought given to such details as 
2} turn windows and deep-dish steering wheel. 

Of the 1960 Chrysler range, only the Valiant has completely 
integral construction. It was designed from the beginning to 
have a six-cylinder in-line engine which could be mounted from 
below in the assembly line, whereas the vee-8s of the larger cars 
were too wide to allow this; thus the larger cars have stub 
front-end frames which bolt to the main body. The Valiant 
follows conventional unit-body construction, with heavy box 
sections and rails welded to panels. Non-structural parts like 
front fenders and grille are bolted on. 

Initially, the Valiant is offered in two series of four-door 
saloons. Before Christmas, smart four-door station wagons in 
both two- and three-seat versions will be on sale. 

Colours available in the V-100 series are black, white, blue. 
green and silver; the de luxe V-200 series adds an exciting 
Italian racing red. 

Other optional extras include push-button heater and de- 
froster, push-button or manual radio, variable speed windscreen 
wipers, windscreen washers, rear window defrosting, seat belts 
and padded dash. Air conditioning will be offered in 1961.

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REAT changes are resulting from 

the recent election; two signifi- 

cant ones which will have an im- 
mediate, direct effect on the motorist are 
the divorce of the Transport and Civil 
Aviation Ministries and the appointment 
of a new Transport chief—Mr. Ernest 
Marples (above). 

There is no doubt that the re-separa- 
tion, after some years, of these two im- 
portant sections of the previous Ministry 
will be beneficial to both of them, for 
each has grown to mammoth proportions 
and it has seemed to be asking too much 
of one man to be responsible for the 
whole organization. Now the new Trans- 
port Minister, Mr. Marples (Mr. Duncan 
Sandys is Civil Aviation Minister), need 
concern himself only with land and sea 
transport, that is with roads, railways, 
canals, shipping and shipbuilding. 

Mr. Marples takes on a great respon- 
sibility, for the country is now road- and 
motoring-conscious as never before. In 
quite a short period it has come to expect 
action, not promises, over road building 
and improvements. Anything less than 
this will undoubtedly bring down heavy 
criticism on the new Minister and the 
Government he represents. Even more 
important than attention to roads as such 
is the undoubted connection between in- 
adequate roads—with their countless 
danger points—and road casualties. 

By his work as Postmaster-General 
Mr. Marples has already shown himself 
to be a human Minister, full of drive. 
We have no doubts about his enthusiasm 
and energy, nor his willingness to apply 
it to his new job. We welcome him and 
await anxiously his views on road trans- 
port and road construction. 

One of the new Minister’s first pro- 
blems will be to sort out the row over 
the Staines bridge project (see page 488). 
Then we must hear his plans for the 
future road programme and the many 
similar matters which come under the 
eye of his Ministry. 

_The Conservative Government’s elec- 
tion manifesto included the rather nebu- 
lous promise that the road programme 
over the next five years would be “ twice 
as big as over the last five years.” This 
is rather like telling a small boy that he 
is to have no sweets today but twice as 
many tomorrow. If it were to be inter- 
preted as a straight multiplication of the 
financial outlay, then the result would be 
a substantial reduction in the average 
annual expenditure—lowering it to an 
amount less than the £70,000,000 p.a. 
minimum promised by Mr. Watkinson in 
January.

Mr. Watkinson and we wish him success 
in his new office as Minister of Defence.

Multi-Storey Park for London 


ONDON’S first multi-storey car park

It will include 
a seven-storey office block with ground- 
floor showrooms, and 464 cars will be 
accommodated on the eight floors of the 
car park. Called the Zidpark, it will be 
operated electrically by push-button, park- 
ing up to 250 cars in half an hour. It is 
expected to be in operation by early 1961. 


Flyover in Manchester 


AST week’s interesting announcement 
of plans for a two-level road in Man- 
chester rivals any schemes at present be- 
ing handled by the London County 
Council. It will be 1,200 yards long, and 
will stand on stilts, similar to the Sainc- 
telette Viaduct in Brussels, Belgium, 22ft 
above the ground. It will carry part of 
a proposed new road to be built between 
Fairfield Street and Chester Road. The 
total length of the new road is to be lj 
miles. Construction will not start until 
the end of 1961, however, and the com- 
pletion date is the end of 1963. 


No Frazer-Nash or B.M.W. 


OR the first time since 1933 the com- 
bined B.M.W. and Frazer-Nash stand 
is missing from the London Motor Show 
this year. Due to factors outside the 
control of A.F.N., Ltd., British importers 
of B.M.W. cars, it has proved impossible 
to exhibit any of this range. It was also 
decided to withdraw the Frazer-Nash 
from the Show. The 502, 503 aand 507 
B.M.W. models are still available in this 
country. 


Floor Change for Simca ? 


PEAKING at a _ pre-Motor Show 
reception given by Chrysler Inter- 
national S.A. in London last week, three 
of the company’s executives—Messrs. 
Clough, Kingsley and Scales—mentioned 
that Simca car sales were to be pressed 
in the Canadian market, but not (for the 
time being, at least) in the Outer Seven 
European countries. Assembly activities 
building up at Kew, near London, were 
regarded at present as no more than token 
work, and all products were for sale in 
Britain. 

They added that to meet some British 
tastes a floor gear change was in the 
experimental stages at Kew, but it was 
not stated when this would be available 
on production Simcas.

The standard Volks- 
wagen remains dearer than the Renault 
Dauphine in the franc zone by some 
110,000 francs (£79). 


Britain Still First 

IGURES released by the Commerce 

Department show that Britain retains 
her lead as the largest exporter of cars to 
the U.S. Of the 446,981 cars exported to 
America in the first eight months of the 
year, 189,656 were from Britain. Next 
largest total from an individual country 
was 132,142, exported by West Germany, 
and France was third at 11,532. The 


figure for British exports in the first eight 
months is appreciably higher (at 189,656) 
than the total for the whole of 1958, which 
was 156,597.

Cars Behind the Iron Curtain 


7 IGURES issued in West Germany this 
month show that by the beginning of 

this year the number of cars in use in 
Eastern Europe was: 130,000 in Czecho- 
slovakia, 65,000 in Poland, 19,000 in 
Hungary, and only 8,000 each in 
Roumania and_ Bulgaria. Of these 
countries, only Czechoslovakia had more 
cars than commercial vehicles. The entire 
Communist areas of the world are reported 
to have a total of only 913,500 cars in use 
—less than the total in Italy alone. For 
commercial vehicles the figure is 3,530,500. 


American Motors Still Happy 
T the end of the 1959 model year the 
American Motors Corporation an- 
nounced that sales were again a record for 
the company. Total deliveries amounted 
to 351,317 Ramblers, an increase of 128 
per cent. over the 154,372 Ramblers sold 
in the preceding 12 months. 


Rising Output 
4 NCOURAGING figures of September 
car production were announced as 
we closed for press—for this five-week 
month, the total was 121,740 passenger 
cars, compared with 102,247 for Septem- 
ber, 1958.

The planned production 
of these cars at 4,000 a week was now 
being attained, and arrangements were in 
hand to double this in two years’ time— 
taking B.M.C. production towards one 
million units per annum.

The Kudu is the latest, and is on 
show at Earls Court. 

Coming so soon after the Caravan Show, 
the caravan section of the Motor Show has 
lost a little of its interest, but there are 
some entirely new items to be seen in the 
72 vans displayed. As would be expected, 
the emphasis is on touring models, 
although there are a number of vans in- 
tended mainly for parking in some delect- 
able place as a more or less permanent 
weekend retreat. Among touring models 
are ultra-lights suitable for towing by any 
car with 1,000 c.c. or more under the 
bonnet. 

Consciousness of the need for “road- 
ability” is making itself apparent, and 
Cheltenham, for instance, claim that their 
l6ft Springbok, tested up to 80 m.p.h., 
proved stable at that speed. Another 
manufacturer is known to be aiming at 100 
m.p.h. 

Of the vans at the Caravan Show it was 
remarked that little progress had been 
made with plastics as a building material. 
It is interesting, therefore, to see at Earls 
Court the new Ensor Elite de luxe, which 
has resin-bonded glass-fibre roof and ends. 
The moulding is well done and gives a 
very tidy appearance, so much so that it 
was thought that a rather neater filler for 
the water tank could be fitted with advan- 
tage. In the photograph of this van pub-

lished on this page it will be noticed how

Awnings are becoming so popular as to 
become news. They are attractive and 
useful, but it is as well to remember that 
what looks very well in the still air of 
Earls Court could quite easily rip the side 
out of a van in a smart breeze in the 
countryside. 

Correct seating and table height, plus 
windows low enough to provide a good 
see-through, are difficult to arrange while 
sull preserving good looks. It is gratifying 
to note that Fairholme have improved the 
Gem in this respect, and Cheltenham 
have been most careful to preserve the see- 
through in their Sable, while raising the

Sprites have fallen for the drop-down 
bed in both the new Musketeer T and 
Alpine T. In both vans the bed stows 
vertically on the rear wall, between the 
toilet compartment and the offside wall 
While towing, the bed is lowered to the 
night position; the rear window being un- 
covered, the see-through is available. 
Picadors, too, in their new Fifteen Mk 2, 
have a drop-down bed sited roughly in 
the same position As displayed, it 
obstructs the rear window even when in 
the lowered position, but it is intended 
to alter this 

Although at the Caravan Show there 
was ample evidence of awakened interest 
in stabilizers and damped tow hitches, at 
the Motor Show—a natural home for such 
things—there is little to be seen. Most of 
the manufacturers are fitting the B and B 
Beta coupling to export vans, but only on 
the Eccles and Carlight stands is the Beta 
to be seen on home-market vans. Car- 
light have, also, their “ Equalizer Stabi- 
lizer”’ on show This, they claim, not 
only stops all snaking, but also prevents 
any tendency to pitch. These claims were 
amply substantiated in this year’s road 
rally. Another interesting feature on the 
Carlights is the fly screens which can be 
pulled down in roller-blind fashion. 

Hitch coverings are still too rare, 
though some that are available make a 
neat finish to a lot of untidy Components. 
This is one of the next jobs for the indus- 
try—to improve the components, and then 
to put them neatly out of sight. 

Old hands going the rounds of the vans 
at Earls Court will view with much regret 
the absence of some classic constructors. 
Winchester, who set perhaps the highest 
standard of all caravan construction, are no 
longer there, neither is Freeman nor Sid- 
dall. Who will take their place, or is the 
demand for high quality decreasing?

cars. The Majestic has a 3.8-litre, 
six-cylinder engine, and was the first 
Daimler saloon to be fitted with disc 
brakes. Not far behind was the 2}- 
litre vee-8 engined sports car, known 
at first as the Dart and now in full 
quantity production as the SP250. 
As a Show surprise, Mr. Edward 
Turner, managing director of the com- 
pany, has introduced the DQ450. This 
is a five-six-seater saloon closely resembl- 
ing the Majestic, but powered with a 
4.56-litre vee-8 engine developing 220 
b.h.p. at 5,500 r.p.m. Figures taken by 
the Daimler engineers indicate that the 
new car has a performance as startling 
as that of the sports two-seater. It has 
been named the Majestic Major. 
It is claimed that the car will accelerate 
from rest to 50, 80 and 100 m.p.h. in

7.4, 16.9 and 28.9 sec respectively. It is 
said to cover a standing quarter-mile in 
17.1 sec and to have a maximum speed 
of over 120 m.p.h. These figures, coupled 
with a fuel consumption of between 14.7 
and 18.6 m.p.g.: make impressive reading 
when the kerb weight of 36.75 cwt is 
taken into consideration, and also the 
fact that there is no pretence at stream- 
lining.

The engine is a scaled-up version of 
the unit used in the SP250.

Large cylindrical air 
cleaners are fitted to the two 2in dia S.U.

new engine is 3in longer; it is 7in shorter 
and 28 Ib lighter than the Majestic’s 
3.8-litre six-cylinder, materially reducing 
weight on the front wheels. Weight dis- 
tribution of the DQ450 is 49 per cent 
front and 51 per cent rear, whereas the 
Majestic figures are 53.5 front and 46.5 
per cent rear. Fitting the vee-8 engine 
into the cruciform-braced frame of the 
Majestic has involved repositioning the 
steering box, which has been moved 
slightly to the offside to enable the column 
to clear the cylinder bank on that side. 

The cast iron cylinder block and crank- 
case form a single casting, and the crank- 
shaft is carried in five copper-lead main 
bearings. These are 2.25in dia; the front 
bearing is 1.0in wide, the three inter- 
mediate bearings 0.9in wide, and the rear 
one is 1.5in in width. Connecting rod 
bearings are 2.0in dia X 0.875in wide. 

Aluminium alloy cylinder heads have 
segmental spherical combustion chambers 
with opposed valves similar to those 
of the smaller engine. Placed between 
the two banks of cylinders, the single 
chain-driven camshaft operates the in- 
clined valves by pushrods and rockers. 
Valve diameters are: exhaust, 1.56in; 
inlet, 1.69in. 

A one-piece induction manifold is used 
and the two S.U. 2in dia type HD8 dia- 
phragm carburettors are opposed at the 
centre of the engine. They are fed by 
an S.U. electric pump from the 18-gallon 
capacity fuel tank. 

The present power output gives a maxi- 
mum b.h.p. per ton figure of 119.7; by 
the time the car is in full production there 
is every possibility that this will be in- 
creased. Road test experience of the 
smaller engine shows that this design 
gives good power at low engine speeds, 
and also that it is very smooth at the 
maximum permitted limit of 6,000 r.p.m. 

A Lockheed suspended vacuum servo 
provides assistance for the hydraulic 
operation of the Dunlop disc brakes. The 
front brake components are heavier than 
the equipment fitted to the 3.8-litre 
Majestic, although the swept area of the 
brakes is the same for both cars. The 
total of front and rear discs is 565.4 sq in.

On the lower level of the facia 
are instrument and light switches and 
heater controls. Space is provided for 
a radio. 

The selector lever for the Borg-Warner 
automatic gear box is placed to the right 
of the steering column. A push-pull con- 
trol on the facia permits intermediate gear 
to be held for added acceleration or dense 
traffic conditions. 


Daimlers claim that the Majestic Major 
has the highest performance of any stan- 
dard production six-seater made in this 
country, and a brief run in one of the new 
cars suggested that this may well be 
proven. The big engine is remarkably 
smooth and unobtrusive, the valve gear 
being particularly free from mechanical 
clatter. On the car tried there were no 
carburation flat spots, and power delivery 
was very strongly sustained at high engine 
speeds. The basic price is £2,113; with 
£882 purchase tax the U.K. total is 
£2,995.

British Made Citroens for 1960 


RAND new plumage for the famous 
“Ugly Duckling,” the go-any- 
where-but-rather-slowly 2 c.v., is 

the most significant development by Cit- 
roén of Slough for 1960; it also marks 
probably, the first major deviation by the 
British offshoot from the standard pro- 
ducts of the French parent company. Sup- 
plementing the standard 2 c.v., which 
remains unchanged and is priced at £565 
(including purchase tax), the “ Bijou ” has 
the same mechanical specification; this is 
concealed, however, beneath a stylish two- 
door fixed head body moulded in glass- 
reinforced polyester resin. Particularly at 
the back this bears a close family resem- 
blance to the DS19 and ID19, and both 
the styling and quality of moulding of the 
prototype are excellent. The price is £674 
including tax (£475 basic). 

A one-piece moulding, the body shell 
forward of the screen is hinged to open 
forwards for access to most mechanical 
parts. At the other extremity is a roomy 
luggage locker. While those remarkably 
comfortable rubber webbing seats, which 
are such a feature of the 2 c.v., are retained 
for the Bijou’s forward occupants, the 
“occasional” rear seat is less luxurious; 
nevertheless, it appears to offer consider- 
ably more space than most present-day 

“ occasionals.”” When not otherwise occu- 
pied, the rear seat backrest can be folded 
forward to augment luggage capacity. A 
much more chic interior than that of the 
standard car features, for instance, a new 
boomerang-shaped instrument and switch 
panel, through the lower extremity of 
which protrudes the steering column (at a 
reduced angle to the horizontal) carrying 
a single-spoke wheel like that of the DS19. 
There are frameless, winding windows in 
the doors, and standard equipment in- 
cludes a heating and ventilation system as 
well as Prenarann der equipment. 

With its 425 c.c. air-cooled flat-twin 
engine driving the front wheels, the 2 c.v. 


can do more miles per gallon than it can 
cover in an hour (say 60 m.p.g. and 50 
m.p.h.), and is famous for the exception- 
ally soft ride given by its unique system of 
all-independent suspension. 

Both the ID19 and DS19 are changed 
only in details, mostly as mentioned in the 
report on the Paris Salon. British-made 
cars now have round instruments, and 
screen washing equipment in which sprays 
and wipers are arranged to operate to- 
gether. Power for the sprays is air under 
pressure supplied by the spare tyre—on 
the surface a rather droll arrangement, in 
that one might retrieve one emergency (a 
dirty screen) at the expense of another (a 
flat spare tyre). A single inflation valve, 
remote from the spare wheel, feeds the 
common line. The DS can be distin- 
guished externally from the ID by new 
fluted aluminium trim panels at the centre 
pillars and rear quarters.

Veteran Cars to Brighton 


FOR THE FIRST time since the incep- 
tion of the B.A.R.C. Gold Medal, two 
medals are to be awarded this year—the 
recipients being David Brown, whose 
Aston Martins have won the Sports Car 
Championship, and John Cooper, whose 
single-seater racing cars have been so out- 
standingly successful in recent years in 
formulz 1, 2 and 3; this year, of course, 
they have won both the formula 1 and 
formula 2 Constructors’ Championships. 

Previous awards have been made to 
Stirling Moss (1955), Ecurie Ecosse (1957) 
and Mike Hawthorn (1958). The Gold 
Medal is presented—not necessarily 
annually—in recognition of outstanding 
achievements by British subjects in motor 
racing. The award this year will be made 
at the B.A.R.C.’s annual dinner and dance 
at Grosvenor House, London, on Friday, 
6 November. 





THE F.I1.A. (Fédération Internationale de 
Automobile), in their latest communiqué, 
following the Paris meetings earlier this 
month, have sorted out one or two of the 
anomalies that cropped up in their last 
hand-out. The three events comprising 
the Argentine Temporada have been 
allocated the following dates: Argentine 
G.P., 31 January; Buenos Aires 1,000km, 
6 February; Buenos Aires G.P., 14 Febru- 
ary. These dates. will be valid only if the 
organizers confirm, by 31 October at the 
latest, that the events will, in fact, take 
place. 

The decisions taken at the Milan meet- 
ing concerning the Drivers’ Champion- 
ship were confirmed—the point for fastest 
lap is to be cancelled; the scale of points 
will be 8 for first place, and 6, 4, 3, 2 and 
1, down to sixth place; all the events

counting for the 1960 Championship will 
be for formula 1 (2,500 c.c. unsuper- 
charged; or 750 c.c. with supercharger); 
the German G.P. has been entered as 
formula 1 or formula 2—and, unless it is 
for formula 1 it will not count for the 
Championship; the German organizers 
must announce their decision over this 
point at least three months before the date 
of the event if it is, in fact, to count for 
the Championship. 

The decisions concerning the introduc- 
uon of a G.T. Championship have been 
confirmed; the scale of points will be as for 
the Drivers’ Championship. Each country 
may organize only one qualifying event 
except where the A.C.N. can hold a 
second event at least 3,000km from the 
first; in this case the A.C.N. (Automobile 
Club Nationale) may apply for a second 
date. 

An important decision was taken in the 
interest of driver safety. It is now laid 
down that a driver who has driven in a 
World Championship (Drivers) event may 
not take part in another event on the same 
day. 

As well as the decisions taken at Paris, 
one or two suggestions were put up, 
among them being the following: That the 
Dutch and Portuguese Grands Prix should 
be added to the list of Grandes Epreuves 
laid down in Article 249 of the Inter- 
national Sporting Code. This Article, 
under “Nota 2,” says that the French, 
Belgian, German, Spanish, British, 
Italian, Monaco and Swiss Grands Prix, 
together with the Indianapolis 500-mile 
race, shall be regarded as Grandes 
Epreuves; and that each year, with the 
exception of the Indianapolis race, one of 
these events, with the authority of the 


Commission Sportive Internationale, can 
take the title of Grand Prix of Europe. 

It is also suggested that if a Grande 
Epreuve—a Classic Event which is given 
priority over everything when the Calendar 
is drawn up—is not held, it shall lose its 
priority the following year (unless the can- 
cellation was due to force majeure—and 
this does not include the financial 
embarrassment of the organizers). If a 
Grande Epreuve is not held for two con- 
secutive years it shall not only lose its 
priority but its quality too; it shall cease 
to be a Grande Epreuve—which seems to 
put the Swiss and Spanish G.P.s out of the 
list in Article 249 for a start.

team, subject to his being able to cope 
with certain commitments at the Mer- 
cedes-Benz factory. In spite of a damp 
and slippery track, following a morning o! 
heavy rain, he took the 60 b.h.p., B.M.C. 
A-series-engined car round in Imin 48sec. 
The second Elva also was fitted with an 
A-series engine, but a special Alexander 
head was used to see what the effect of the 
extra 20 or so b.h.p. would be. Although 
the car was not running properly, Mike 
Anthony took it round in Imin 49sec. 

The intention is to buy four Elvas (of 
which Frank Nichols has already built 
around 25, many of them being sold to 
the States), or four Lolas—whichever 
prove more suitable; Richard Fitzwilliam 
already has an option on the first four 
Junior Lolas to be built. Three cars will 
be raced, the fourth being kept as a re- 
serve. Drivers will be Michael May, and 
probably Bill de Selincourt, Paul Fletcher 
and Chris Lawrence; Mike Anthony and 
One, or two, more will be reserve drivers; 
“Fitz” himself will drive in one or two 
events. Every possible Continental event 
will be entered. 

This is an ambitious programme, arising 
from the purely private enterprise of 
Richard Fitzwilliam himself, and one 
wishes the team every possible success 
next season. The cars at Goodwood had 
already done their share of work, running 
in the Ejifelrennen (crashed), Eifelpokal 
(finishing fourth), Solitude (fourth), 
Cadours (second in the heat; first in the 
100-mile final), and Brands Hatch, 4 Octo- 
ber (second and third, to McKee’s works 
Elva, and first and second in the final 
event). Both are to be sold before next 
year. 


A NAME one has heard mentioned on 
many occasions this season, both ‘on 
British circuits and occasionally abroad, is 
that of Jim Clark, of Border Reivers— 
usually coupled with such remarks as “ If 
someone doesn’t offer him a single-seater 
for next season they must be mad.” Laid 
out as a record of the Border Reivers’ 
achievements for this season (which, inci- 
dentally, has been outstandingly success- 
ful), Clark’s wins and places really are 
astonishing. In 50 events entered, at 22 
different meetings, 45 awards have been 
gained; 28 of these have been firsts, and 
of the 45 awards 41 have been won by 
Clark himself, the others being by “ Jock ” 
McBain, managing director of the firm 
whose mechanics prepare the Border 
Reivers cars, Jimmy Blumer and John 
Whitmore (who, sharing a Lotus Elite 
with Clark at Le Mans, took second 
place in the 1,500 c.c. class, and finished 
10th on Distance, 11th on Index of Per- 
formance, and 5th on “ Energetic ” Index). 
Cars used during the season have been 
the 3.4-litre Lister-Jaguar which Bruce 
Halford drove last year, the Lotus Elite, 
which was prepared by the works for Le 
Mans, and the Porsche 1600 Super which 
Clark drove last year and which has been 
used in a few Scottish events this season. 
The team’s transporters have covered 
around 10,000 miles this year, travelling to 
and from meetings outside Scotland. 
The team is, and always has been, a 
hobby to its members, led by Jock Mc- 
Bain and assisted by Border farmers Alec 
Calder, Colin Clark, Ian Scott-Watson 
and its 23-year-old farmer-driver, Jim 


Clark. Though no plans have been made 
for next season the team is intending, 
finance permitting, to buy a formula 1 car; 
the Lotus Elite wi/] be kept for participa- 
tion in the F.I.A.’s new Gran Turismo 
World Championship. 


A RECORD NUMBER of 249 Veteran 
cars, all built before 1905, will take part 
in the R.A.C.’s Veteran Car Run from 
London to Brighton (the “Old Crock 
Race,” if you don’t recognize its official 
title) on Sunday, 1 November. To add to 
the interest in this event—which is 
reconed by some to be among the most 
widely spectated motoring events in the 
world—there are three entries from the 
States, three from France, and two from 
Belgium. The oldest cars entered were 
all made in 1896—an Arnold, Benz, three 
Leen Bollées, and two Lutzmanns; the 
Arnold, entered by Capt. Colver, took part 
in the first Emancipation Run from Lon- 
don to Brighton, in 1896. 

One of the most interesting cars is a 
“do-it-yourself” production—a 1900 
English Mechanic, which was originally 
built from plans that appeared in a 
magazine, 


THE B.R.D.C.’s British Empire Trophy 
race next year will be held at Silverstone 
on 1 October, instead of its usual date in 
April at Oulton Park. The race started 
as an event for single-seater racing cars, 
of the type built primarily for Brooklands 
track, with its steep bankings, and was 
first held in 1932. It was held at Brook- 
lands until 1935, and since then, it has 
been run at Donington Park from 1936 to 
the outbreak of war, in the Isle of Man 
from 1947 until 1953, and at Oulton Park 
from 1954 until this year.

TRIUMPH Herald driven by 

I. D. L. (“Tiny”) Lewis and 

by R. Porter made the best per- 
formance in last weekend’s Norwester 
Rally, organized by the London M.C. 
The Rally merits the description “ trium- 
phant” not only by this but by the 
achievement of the organizers in plan- 
ning a rally which was inevitably won or 
lost “on the road.” A series of intricate 
navigation tasks was arranged for the 
co-drivers, sufficient to tax their map 
reading powers to the full, and the route 
was largely over such narrow and ex- 
tremely twisty lanes that the set average 
of 30 m.p.h. was virtually impossible to 
sustain. The route was largely in N. 
Devon—ground familiar to Land’s End 
Trial contenders. 

Significantly no competitor finished 
with a clean sheet; and towards the end 
of the journey many competitors who 
were gamely continuing despite lateness 
of more than the permissible one hour, 
were arriving at controls to find that 
marshals—having stayed their allotted 
time—had packed up and disappeared, 
taking the controls with them. 

Basingstoke was the starting assembly 
point, and from there the first section of 
the night’s run was by straightforward 
main roads to Bridgwater. It was there, 
after a compulsory 20-minute rest, that the 
“game of soldiers” really started. A 
route card was thrust into each car as it 
was flagged away, and although its direc- 
tions were clear they required full con- 
centration on the part of the navigator. 
The result was that when the next con- 
trol was reached, he had invariably com- 
pletely lost his bearings and had no idea 
where to find himself on the map which 
was presented to him on arrival. On it 
were marked most of the remaining con- 
trols, which had to be visited in the 
correct order and from whichever direc- 
tion was shown in the Road Book. 

For controls which were not marked on 
the map, a map reference was on display 
at the control preceding it, thus success- 
fully thwarting any attempts to plan 
ahead on the “ easier” sections. 

At Basingstoke the cars had been 
started in pouring rain, but as the night 
continued the weather changed and a stiff 
breeze with gale-force gusts developed. 
As the rain died away there was that 
erratic weather—so difficult for night 
driving—with blustery wind tugging at 
the car and just sufficient moisture in the 
air to require the wipers and to keep the 
road surface greasily moist. 

Autumn leaves came showering down, 
with branches and twigs helping to make 
the road treacherous and to keep drivers 
on the alert for the moment when they 
slid round a corner, with wheels on the 
point of locking, to find the way barred 
by a fallen tree. There were many of 
these, and at one stage four cars were to 
be seen standing silently with head lamps 
blazing into the darkness while their 
crews struggled together to clear a huge 
branch obstructing the road. At other 
points drivers made wild manceuvres to 
avoid running over sections of hedge or 
tree lying in their path. 

With these problems it was easy for 
drivers to miss concealed turnings, and 
there was one control not more than 200 
yards from the main road up a small track 
which drivers missed repeatedly, turning 
back in search of it and missing it again 
on the return run. Such mistakes occur

easily when drivers are trying to average 
30 m.p.h. on roads where even the attain- 
ment of this speed calls for hard driving 
Competitors pressed on in spite of 
repeated mistakes and an ever-increasing 
time penalty, always in the hope that 
everyone else had done equally badly 
J. A. Powell (Jaguar 3.4) was heard to say 
to a marshal at a control that had closed: 
“Please sign the Road Book to show 
we've been here, even if you won’t stamp 
it.” Perhaps he had visions of an award 
going to anyone who had visited all con- 
trols, and it could well have come to that, 
for on one of the many sections of un- 
made road there were some 20 cars stuck 
in the mud while their crews tried to 
organize themselves into pushing teams.
